Chairman Newton War Price and 
Rationing Board 


When the Newton Rationing 
Board was created, a chairman 
had to be selected whose qualifica- 
tions would fit him for an unusual- 
ly difficult job, a job without pre- 
cedents by which to be guided. 

The man sought must be one 
with an open mind, he had to be 
patient, firm, and be able to listen 
to touching tales without being in- 
fluenced in their telling, but rath- 
er judging them by the book of 
rules. Too, he had to possess an 
inexhaustible capacity for work, 
and be in a position to devote long 
tedious hours to it, without pay 
and from disappointed "C” Book 
applicants, without thanks. 

Newton was indeed fortunate in 
the selection of William Brooks 
Baker. He fulfilled all these re- 
quirements. His long experience in 
business, and in affairs of muni- 
cipal and state government, fitted 
him admirably for the chairman- 
ship of the Newton Rationing 
Board, now called the Newton War 
Price and Rationing Board. 

Mr. Baker was born in Danvers, 
Mass., January 10, 1879, son of 
George W. Baker and Elizabeth 
(Craig) Baker. 

He attended Danvers public 
schools, graduated from Amherst 
College, A.B. 1901, Northeastern 
University, LL.B. 1909. During 
the McKinley & Roosevelt cam- 
paign in 1900 he was president of 
the Amherst College Republican 
Club., 

He* was admitted to the Massa- 
chusetts Bar in 1910, and that 
year married Mabel Keniston of 
Edgartown, Mass. His son, Wil- 
liam Brooks Baker, Jr., graduated 
from Phillips Academy in 1935, 
Amherst College 1939, attended 
Harvard Business School 1939- 
1940, and graduated from the Har- 
vard Graduate School in 1942 with 
degree of M.A. Baker, Jr., has en- 
listed in the navy and is waiting 
to be tfalled. 

Mr. Baker is treasurer and di- 
rector of Minot, William, and 
Bangs of Boston, trustees and 
managers of property. He became 
associated with the firm in 1903. 
He was a member of the Newton 
Republican City Committee for 
several years until 1929, member 
of Newton Board of Aldermen 
from 1924 to 1928 and Chairman 
of the committee of the board

Over Three Tons 
Of Tin Scrap 
Collected Here 

Quota For Week Is Met, 
But Salvage Committee 
Wants 5 Tons A Week 

Three and a quarter tons of tin 
scrap were collected by Newton 
city trucks last week on their reg- 
ular rounds. This is equal to the 
set quota, but Chairman Haughey 
and his Salvage Committee are not 
yet satisfied. They have set five 
tons a week as a goal and feel 
that if all Newton housewives will 
co-operate as well as thousands 
are already doing that this higher 
mark can be reached. 

One of the men at the city in- 
cinerator where the tin is taken 
from the trucks and dumped into 
the trailer for transportation to 
the railroad siding said, when ask- 
ed, that no praise is too high for 
the way in which most women are 
doing their share in the drive. The 
tins are properly opened at both 
ends, washed, cleaned of labels, 
crushed and placed on the streets 
in boxes and bags which can be 
easily picked up by the collectors. 
The only marring feature of the 
whole project, so far as it is being 
done, is that some women do not 
yet understand that the scrap can- 
not be successfully processed for 
removal of the tin unless the tins 
have been washed and the labels 
removed. This defect is expected 
to disappear shortly, as people be- 
come accustomed to the work of 
scrap preparation. 

Narrow Escape 
From Injury

The cause of the explosion was 
not determined, but is believed to 
have been caused by gasoline 
fumes which had seeped into the 
building.

A telegram was received by Mr. 
and Mrs. Prosper E. J. Chartier of 
62 Kensington st., Newtonville. on 
last Thursday notifying them that 
their son. Eugene Joseph Chartier. 
seaman first class U. S. Navy had 
been killed in the performance of 
his duty. 

The message did not reveal the 
circumstances of his death and the 
Navy department requested that 
the name of the ship on which he 
served and the name and location 
of tin* Naval base to which he was 
attached be kept secret. 

Young Chartier, who was 22 
years of age, enlisted in the Navy 
in May of this year and was sent 
immediately to a Naval base out- 
side of territorial United States. 
He had formerly worked in the 
Charlestown Navy Yard. He was 
born in Newton and had attended 
the Newton schools and Newton 
Trade School. 

He is survived by his parents, 
three brothers.

The scrap metal drive in the 
city of Newton will be stepped up 
for all-out production next week. 
As in all other patriotic commu- 
nities in the U. S. A. this quest 
for scrap iron to meet the ever- 
increasing needs of American 
steel production for war implemen- 
tation is one which has been in 
progress since last spring through 
Newton junk dealers and chari- 
ties equipped to make the collec- 
tions. This drive which starts 
Monday is for each householder to 
search from his attic to cellar and 
backward for every bit of metal 
which can be dug out. 

Plans have been made and put 
into operation to make it possible l 
I for everyone to make his full con- j 
tribution regardless of the size 
of his cache, be it only discarded , 
kitchen utensils and old tools, or 
unused radiators in the back room. 
The only qualification on the city 
offer is that radiators and water 
heaters must be detached either 
by a plumber or other mechanic. 
When ready to move, city truck 
men will call and get it, provided 
the householder is unable to find 
a junk dealer or has no means of 
his own to do the job. The city 
trucks will also pick up lots of 
scrap left with rubbish cans on 
collection days. The men who 
handle the city trucks and their 
crews have volunteered to give 
their time to make the necessary 
collections after working hours 
are over. 

Scrap bins have been erected 
by the city on every village square 
in Newton Monday night. John D. 
Haughey. chairman and street 
commissioner, reported that it had 
been necessary to empty several 
of these bins two and three times 
within less than a week after their 
erection. Trucks, perambulators, 
wheelbarrows and children’s play 
wagons came in loaded with ev- 
ery conceivable type of iron scrap 
imaginable which might ever have 
been used in a home. The response] 


of the people has already shown 
that practically everyone in the 
entire city of Newton is alive lo 
the critical need for more and 
more metal scrap to give our hun- 
dreds of boys now at the front 
and in training the support which 
will bring certain victory Peo- 
ple have already shown that they 
are anxious to do all they can 
which will help. 

Last, but not least, the money 
gained from the sale of this scrap 
will be given to the Newton Com- 
mittee for Service to Service Men. 
It will help finance going-away 
kits which are being given new in- 
ductees and gifts which will be ap- 
preciated by our men in service 
over almost the entire globe, be- 
cause it will remind them that 
Newton has not and will never 
forget her manly and courageous 
sons while they fight to make dem- 
ocratic liberty prevail throughout 
the world. 

Summary of directions: 

1. Search every nook and cran- 
ny for scrap, and do not hesitate 
to turn in that old auto jack which 
you are keeping around thinking 
you might find a use for it some 
day. When the war is won, you 
will like to think that you gave it 
up for victory. 

2. If you can. take your collec- 
tion to your nearest scrap bin. If 
you are unable to do this, place 
your collection out on the street 
along with your other rubbish on 
the regular collection day for your 
street. Place it in a box or so that 
it can be picked up quickly. 

3. In case you have heavy ar- 
ticles which you wish to turn in. 
make them free to move and then 
call the street department at City 
Hall. A truck and men will be 
sent as soon as possible to pick 
it up. 

4. DO IT NOW. Make your 
search and see to it that nothing 
which can be turned in is over- 
looked. DO IT THIS WEEK-END.

ton’s present City Hall. Mr. Ba- 
ker was a member of the House 
of Representatives from South 
Middlesex District from 1929 to 
1910. during which time he was a 
member of the powerful ways and 
means committee.

Baker was also chairman of 
the first budget committee of the 
Newton Community chest. 

At present he is trustee of sev- 
eral Real Estate and Building 
Trusts, Director and Vice Presi- 
dent of West Newton Cooperative 
Bank, member of Corporation Suf- 
folk Savings Bank, member of Un- 
ion Club of Boston and Brae Burn 
Country Club.

NEWTON IS VIC TOR 
IN OPENING GAME 

A successful comeback was 
staged at the Dickinson Stadium 
last Saturday when Phil Walsh, 
Newton right end, who was hos- 
’ pitalized all last fall, scored all 7 
points in his team’s victory over 
little Northbridgc High, 7-2, be- 
fore on opening game crowd of 
4000. 

Definitely outplayed throughout 
the contest and trailing 2-0 for 
three periods and a half, Newton 
gamely fought on until the real 
break of the game came in the 
middle of the fourth period. 

At that point Capt. Loo Ovian 
of Northbridge was tackled by 
Capt, Bill Morrissey of the Orange 
and Black on the Northbridge 16- 
yard lino.

Neil Leonard, Who Conducted Law! 
Year’s Successful Campaign, To 
Again Head Local Drive

In all previous wars up to 
World War I, the United States 
had usually depended upon vol- 
untary enlistments to obtain the 
soldiers and sailors for its armed 
forces. History had shown that 
this method was not satisfactory 
and stronger and more effective 
measures were then set up by the 
adoption of the Selective Service 
Act. This method of obtaining 
men for the army proved to be 
so satisfactory in the last war 
I hat it was again adopted in the 
present emergency. Three Selec- 
tive Service Boards have been des- 
ignated for the city of Newton. Mr. 
A Leslie Harwood, Jr., is Chair- 
man of Board No. 114 which has 
jurisdiction over Wards 6 and 7. 
He was appointed at the time of 
the first draft by President Roose- 
velt upon nomination by Gov. Sal- 
tonstall. Mr. Harwood takes with 
utmost seriousness the responsi- 
bility of transferring boys from 
civilian life to military service, 
and problems arise which make it 
necessary for him to devote 
great deal of his time to this 
duty. As the war progresses, the 
work becomes more arduous, due 
lo the increasing demands of the 
army and industry and because 
physical and other restrictions 
have been relaxed. The enormity 
of the task of the local boards is 
indicated by the fact that to date 
more than twice as many New- 
ton men have been registered and 
inducted under the present Selec- 
tive Service Act. as were regis- 
tered and inducted from Newton 
in the entire period of the last 
war. 

During the last war Mr. Har- 
wood was a volunteer assistant in 
the office of the Draft Board. He 
was also a member of the Newton 
Constabulary, serving as Captain 
of Co. C, Newton Centre. His com- 
pany was on duty in Boston dur- 
ing the police strike and was 
quartered at Mechanic’s Building. 

Mr. Harwood was born on Cres- 
cent ave., Newton Centre, on Aug. ,

Ready to give immediate re- 
sponse and co-operation to the 
President of the United States 
in his nation-wide appeal, made 
over the radio on the night of 
Oct. 5. to the people of the Uni- 
ted States to “transform their 
buying power into giving power,” 
the Newton Community Chest an 
nounces the organization of its 
1943 Campaign, as part of the 
Greater Boston United War Fund. 

Neil Leonard. 1942 Chairman 
of the Newton Community Chegt, 
who so successfully conducted last 
year’s Campaign and led Newton 
over the top, raising a total of 
over $299,000 which was 5 per 
cent more than its goal, has again 
accepted leadership as Chairman 
of the 1943 Campaign. 

Following the President’s broad- 
cast, Mr. Leonard issued a state- 
ment from Campaign Headquar- 
ters at 93 Union st., Newton Cen- 
tre. in which he said: 

“Newton is ready to respond to 
the stirring appeal of the Chief 
Executive of the Nation and the 
leader of the Army and Navy of 
the United States in his call on 
every one of us to join in the na- 
tion-wide ‘Mobilization for Human 
Needs.’ 

“As the President has stated, 
this is 'a voluntary mobilization 
of the forces of human kindness 
and decency.’ It is a call for all 
of us to help the sick and needy 
of our own community and to meet 
the redoubled needs on every 
hand at home and abroad. Through 
it ‘we must stretch a handclasp 
of hope and courage across the 
seas.’ 

“Here is our chance to ‘do 
something for the war effort,’ to 
help our own people by working 
for and contributing to our own 
local hospital, health and sociar 
service agencies, in war-torn 
countries abroad. 

“This year the United War Fund 
will take in the appeal of six coun- j 
tries of our Allies, including Uni- 
led China Relief, Greek War Re- 
lief. the Polish American Council, 
Russian War Relief, British War 
Relief Society and Queen Wilhel-, 
mina Fund for the Dutch. In ad- 
dilion the money we raise will 
help the War Prisoners Aid Com 
mitteo of the Y. M. C. A., which 
does heroic service in caring for 
those who are so unfortunate as 
to be prisoners of the Germans or 
the Japanese, giving them 
strength and courage to tide them 
over until the day of their re- 
lease. 

“In 1943 we shall again appeal 
for the thousands of service men in 
all branches of our armed forces 
who need rest, recreation and 
safe places to go on their time 
off. The Soldiers and Sailors 
Committee has been merged with 
the USO. the national organiza- 
tion for this work. So, when we 
give our dollars here at home 
to our own Community Chest we 
may feel that we are giving that 
our own boys may find cheer, 
comfort and the home touch in 
USO Recreation Centers.”

This paper, which recently cele- 
brated its 125th anniversary, has 
had a remarkable history and has 
occupied a unique place in reli- 
gious journalism. It was founded 
in 1816, in Boston, by Nathaniel 
Willis, father of Nathaniel P. Wil- 
lis, better known as an American 
author and poet; and until a few 
years ago when the paper became 
a monthly, the paper under its 
various names had a record of 
continuous, unbroken, weekly pub- 
lication. Founded as "The Re- 
corder" it continued under that 
name until 1867, when it was 
merged with "The Congregational- 
ism" another Boston religious 
weekly paper, founded in 1849. 
j Under the latter name the paper 
became widely known, nationally 
and internationally, under the 
guidance of a succession of dis- 
tinguished editors, Henry M. Dex- 
ter, Albert E. Dunning, and How- 
ard A. Bridgman. It was through 
its columns that the great work 
f Dr. Sir Wilfred Grenfell in 
Labrador was first launched in 
this country, and in its pages 
Katherine Lee Bates’ now famous 
poem "America the Beautiful" had 
its first publication. Other writ- 
ers who came to national distinc- 
tion began their literary careers 
in "The Congregationalism" and 
throughout its long history the 
paper has fulfilled the purpose of 
Nathaniel Willis to establish a 
paper that would not be religious 
in a narrow sense, but that would 
be a magazine relating religion to 
the wider fields of cultural attain- 
ment and interest. 

When Dr. Bridgman resigned 
in 1921, after thirty-five years as 
Managing Editor, and Editor, the 
Board of the Congregational Pub- 
lishing Society called to succeed 
him, as Editor-in-Chief, the Rev. 
William E. Gilroy, a former Cana- 
dian, who had then been in a three 
years’ pastorate at Fond du Lac, 
Wisconsin. Dr. Gilroy had for- 
merly been Editor of “The Cana- 
dian Congregationalism” and after 
coming to this country with the

At Dinner Meeting for Community Fund Tons of Scrap Metal 


Chairman Neil Leonard Stresses Fact That War Has 
Increased Need for Generosity — Coming Campaign 
Should Arouse Patriotism and Unselfish Devotion 


Chairman Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Crons 

"Total war casts its long sha- 
dow. As the darkness deepens, 
new lights begin to glow . . . lights 
of service. To relieve distress, 
lessen hardship, alleviate pain 
and sorrow, compensate for per- 
sonal and family dislocations 
caused by the war,” . . . these are 
some of the services performed 
faithfully and efficiently by the 
American Red Cross. 

The Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Crross, under 
Charles Raymond Cabot, its 
chairman, is a smooth-function- 
ing organization and its history 
shows an expansion so rapid, due 
(o the ever-increasing demands 
for its good works, that until June 
of this year when Mrs. William 
Leroy Young presented the Chap- 
ter with her home on Foster st., 
to be used as the Chapter head- 
* quarters, its activities always out- 
reached its office space. 

Mr. Cabot has been actively 
interested in 'the Red Cross for 
more than 10 years, and has been 
Chairman of the Newton Chapter 
for the past four years. He has 
assisted in the organizing and 
stepping up of the activities to 
wartime strength. 

Mr. Cabot was born in Newton, 
August 12, 1891, and has lived in 
this city continuously except for 
the years spent at college and in 
the service overseas during the 
last war. He graduated from the 
Newton High School in 1908 and 
Dartmouth College in 1912. He 
graduated from Boston Univer- 
sity School of Law in 1915 and was 
admitted to the bar that same 
year. In 1917 he enlisted in the 
first Plattsburg Camp, where he 
was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of infantry. He served 
overseas with the 103rd Infantry, 
was advanced to Major and parti- 
cipated in all the principal en- 
gagements of the 26th Division. 

After the war Mr. Cabot re- 
turned to the practice of law, 
served as Assistant Attorney 
General from 1920-22 and in 1923, 
entered the law firm of Slier- j 
burne, Powers & Needham, of 
Boston, as a partner, in which 1 
association he has since continued. 
He was a member of the Republi-, 
can City Committee from 1920-27. 1 
He is past commander of Newton 
Post No. 48. American Legion, I 
and continues his interest in Le- 
gion affairs. 

Mr. Cabot is a Trustee of the 
Newton Hospital and the New 
England Peabody Home for Crip-, 
pled Children. He served as a 
member of the Board of Appeal in 
the city of Newton for over 15 
years, the latter years a chair- 
man, but resigned at the time of 
his election to the School Com- 
mittee. 

The sendees of the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross rests | 
on the help of the thousands of 
loyal citizens who are engaged in 
the various fields of war work — 
the production of clothing and sur- 
gical dressings, service to hospi- 
tals, assisting the Defense Com- 
mittee in Newton of which Mr. 
John M. Bierer is chairman, by 
the organization of its Motor Am- 
bulance Corps and Canteen serv- 
ices. The Chapter Disaster relief 
committee, under the leadership 
of Mr. Charles B. Floyd has been 
turped over in its complete or- 
ganization to assist our local com- 
mittee on Public Safety of which 
Mr. Cabot, representing the Red 
Cross, serves on the Executive 
Committee. Every effort is be- 
ing made to assist that committee 
in all ways that the Red Cross 
can help, typical of which has 
been furnishing of instruction and 
truining in first aid to nearly 5000 
Air Raid Wardens and others. 

Mr. Cabot is generous in his 
praise of the support given the 
Newton Chapter by its more than 
14,000 members, by the public as 
a whole, and the faithful devo- 
tion to duty of its many volunteer 
.vorkers. 


Every one of the 13 Newton 
Villages was represented at a din- 
ner meeting of the Residential 
Division of the Newton Commun- 
ity Chest, held on Wednesday eve- 
ning at the home of Thomas E.

Double Glazing 
Saves Heat Loss 


Residents of Newton would not 
think of having several 24"x48" 
cakes of ice scattered through the 
rooms of their homes in winter, 
but their window openings which 
are not fitted with storm sash 
chill the inside air to the same 
degree, according to Roy S. Ed- 
wards, President of the Basley 
Lumber Company. 

“When the mercury drops to 
zero and the temperature in a 
house is 70 degrees, the inside of a 
sheet of window glass is about 
17 degrees,” Mr. Edwards says. 
“After an opening has been fitted 
with an extra sash and a dead air 
space thus created between the 
two panes, the temperature of the 
inner glass is raised to between 
50 and 60 degrees,” the local deal- 
er. states. 

This year of all years, it is im- 
portant to fit outside window and 
door openings with double glaz- 
ing to reduce heat loss. Recog- 
nizing the necessity of conserving 
fuel, the Federal Reserve Board 
recently lifted a restriction on 
credit to finance the installation 
of storm windows and doors, wea- 
ther stripping, and insulation. 
Such fuel-saving projects can be 
carried out with FHA-insured 
loans which may be paid off over 
a period of three years in monthly 
installments. 

"Equipping a house with storm 
windows is contributing to nation- 
al economy in wartime as well as 
being a personal saving,” says Mr. 
Edwards. "If every family in the 
United States now f living in a house 
without double glass insulation 
had its home window conditioned 
this year, an estimated 26,300,000 
tons of coal would be saved.” Es- 
timates on the cost of fitting out- 
side openings with double glazing 
will be furnished to anyone inter- 
ested and without obligation, Mr. 
Edwards says.

POLITICS 

WITH COLOR 

By l\ W. C. 

Willkie, Hoover et iiIm. 

It has not seemed to me expedi- 
ent to say very much during the 
past few months about the inter- 
nal affairs of the Republican par- 
ly. The important problem of the 
day is our all-out war effort and 
anything which hampers this ef- 
fort should be eliminated. On the 
other hand, human nature re- 
mains the same, in war as in 
peace, and it is asking too much 
of either major party in this coun- 
try to forego all political maneu- 
vering. Now the point. 

Wendell Willkie’s recent tour 
through thirteen foreign countries 
as the “seeing eye” of the Presi- 
dent and the bearer of important 
personal messages from him to the 
heads of the different countries 
is bound to have profound politi- 
cal repercussions here at home. 
The reception accorded Willkie 
wherever ho went, and more espe- 
cially in China, must have stirred 
him deeply and given him a re- 
markable bird’s-eye-view of the 
entire global war. Now, I may be 
wrong, hut it occurs to me that 
the real importance of the Willkie 
tour lies not so much in his con- 
versations with the various rul- 
ers. diplomats and other person- 
ages of importance as it does in 
his strictly personal, off-the-rec- 
ord chats with the common peo- 
ple wherever he went. Nobody, of 
course, knows to what extent the 
tributes paid Willkie were person- 
al. In many cases it was doubt- 
less a tribute to Mr. Roosevelt and 
to the United States of America. 
Willkie was just an excellent sym- 
bol. In other cases, it seems ob- 
vious that the tribute was, at 
least in part, intended for Willkie 
himself. 

What will happen after the In- 
diana statesman has made his com- 
plete. confidential report to his 
Commander-in-Chief ? Your guess 
is just as good as mine. One thing, 
however, is sure. Leaders of the 
Republican party throughout the 
country will put their ears to the 
ground and listen intently to the 
public reaction to the various ad- 
dresses which the titular leader of 
the G. O. P. will presumably make 
in the very near future. It was 
one thing to try to stymie Willkie 
after he failed to defeat Mr. Roos- 
| evelt. when we were at peace; 

. it is quite another matter to at- 
tempt to belittle him or side-track 
him after he has completed a vital 
war mission for our President. 
Therefore. I predict that those G. 
O. P. leaders who have never rel- 
ished the idea of having Willkie 
occupy a position of prominence in 
party circles will be exceedingly 
cute and make nothing but sub- 
marine attacks on him. Publicly, 
they will give him lip-service; pri- 
vately, they will “give him the 
business." I will further predict 
that Willkie will continue to grow 
in stature, regardless of the activ- 
ities of Messrs. Taft, Hoover et 
als. These gentlemen will do well 
to recall the old T. R. days of 
1912, when the original Roosevelt 
held sway. Old-line politicians 
may not like it, but the cold, hard 
fact is that party lines are rather 
thin today and hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of thousands of voters are 
growing increasingly impatient 
with the leaders of both major 
parties. It is the man, his char- 
acter. his record and his porson- 
.ality which seem to count. And 
| so. if Wendell Willkie stands out 
today as a powerful individual, of 
equal if not greater influence than 
the G. O. P. itself, it is both a 
compliment to Willkie and a re- 
flection on the leadership of the 
G. O. P. during the past two or 
three decades. However, lest my 
Republican readers be unduly dis- 
| turbed, may I remind my Demo- 
cratic friends that Mr. Roosevelt 
outshines his own Democratic par- 
ty to a far greater extent than 
Mr. Willkie outshines the Republi- 
can party. In fact, Mr. Roosevelt 
IS the Democratic party. 


Newton High Takes

TESTS REVEAL BICi 
GASOLINE WASTE 

Three out of every four motor- 
1 ists are wasting enough gasoline 
to add more than 10 per cent to 
their rationed mileage. More than 
25 per cent, of gasoline pumped 
into one-third of the cars operated 
is not being transformed into 
power. 

These figures are supported by 
first reports of a gasoline waste 
test program being conducted by 
Cities Service Petroleum Prod- 
ucts Company throughout the 
State, and are based cn records 
made by 333 cars tested on the 
first day of the program. The 
tests are being made with a sci- 
entific exhaust gas analyzer. 

The tests show thta 11.1 per 
cent, of cars are wasting up to 
5 per cent of fuel used, while, at 
the other extreme, from 41 to 50 
per cent of gasoline pumped into 
3.6 per cent of the cars goes to 
waste.

Dry s Ride Again 

(Of interest to a majority of 
voters in this coming election is 
the following article by the San 
Francisco News in their issue of 
September 3, 1942.) 

1 “The prohibition movement, re- 
vived by the present war, is fol- 
lowing the pattern of its activi- 
ties during the first World War. 
One of its favorite devices then 
was camouflage publicity put out 
by organizations with innocent- 
sounding names having no appar- 
ent connection with the dry cam- 
paign. 

"Recently a statement was re- 
leased to the press, and given wide 
currency, by an organization hav- 
ing the impressive name of Amer- 
ican Business Men’s Research 
Foundation. It proposed that 
Americans forswear 'every other 
glass of beer or whisky’ in order 
| to ‘release 260 million gallons of 
whisky and one billion pounds of 
barley, corn and rice annually for 
the production of alcohol and in- 
j directly of rubber.’ 

! "It now appears, according to 
Allied Liquor Industries, Inc., an 
organization of distillers, that the 
l American Business Men’s Re- 
search Foundation was founded in 
Illinois in 1930 as the American 
Business Men’s Prohibition Foun- 
dation. In January, 1934, the 
word ‘research’ was substituted 
1 for the word ‘prohibition’ in the 
name, effectively concealing the 
organization’s purpose. 

“Patriotism may have inspired 
its suggestion of a 50 per cent cut 
in whisky consumption but there 
I is ground for believing the real ob- 
jective was to hamper the liquor 
industry. 

1 “For many months the industry 
has been producing alcohol for 
synthetic rubber and other war 
uses. By order of the WPB no 
alcohol whatever will be distilled 
for beverage purposes after Nov. 

! 1. All will go into war produc- 
I tion. 

| "From this it would seem no in- 
tercession is needed by the Amer- 
ican Business Men’s Research 
Foundation to put the distillers of 
America at the service of the Gov- 
ernment in the war effort.” 

Recently Congressman Arthur G. 
Klien said in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, “As the liquor in- 
dustry converts its facilities to 
the production of grain alcohol 
for the manufacture of gun pow-

Transportation Talk 
For Newton Chamber 

Annual Meeting Held at Brae Burn 
Country Club Tuesday Evening

Chief Air Raid Warden 

One cf the very active members 
of Newton’s Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety, is William V. M. Faw- 
cett, its Chief Air Raid Warden. 
He is actually responsible for the 
organizing and training of about 
4500 Volunteer Air Raid Wardens. 
Mr. Fawcett is firmly convinced 
that his organization must have 
continuous and sufficient training 
to be constantly alert, but not to 
the extent that its members be- 
come so weary of their tasks that 
their efficiency is impaired when 
the real alarm calls them to per- 
form their duties. 

Mr. Fawcett is a life-long resi- 
dent of Newton, was born here on 
December 19, 1899. He attended 
Newton public schools, graduating 
from Newton High School in 1917. 
He graduated from Harvard in 
1921 A.B. He served in the last 
war at Camp Devens and Camp ! 
Lee and was commissioned a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in the Infantry. 

He married Barbara Conger, of 
Galesburg, Illinois and the Faw- 
cetts' have three sons, William V. 
M„ Jr. 16, who attends the Loomis 
School, Windsor, Connecticut; J. 
Frederick (Second) 10, and Frank 
Conger, 8. both of whom attend 
the Underwood School, Newton. 

Mr. Fawcett is President and 
Treasurer of the firm founded by 
Ids father, Frederick J. Fawcett, 
Inc., importers of flaxes and linen 
yarns, and domestic selling mill 
agents for shoe findings and nar- 
row fabrics.

After a short business meeting 
the members listened to Mr. Wm. 
H. Day, manager of the Transpor- 
tation Bureau, Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, who spoke on the 
transportation problems during the 
emergency. He pointed out the 
important part played by the Rail- 
road, Buses, Street Railways and 
Trucks and paid a high compli- 
ment to the magnificent job they 
are doing. Mr. Day said that the 
demands of the army upon the 


railroads for transportation of 
troops are enormous and cited as 
an example that for moving a di- 
vision across the country the rail- 
road equipment required is 45 pas- 
senger trains of 14 to 16 cars each, 
and 20 freight trains of 50 cars 
each to carry supplies, etc. 

Regarding the oil situation he 
said that although there are a defi- 
nite number of tank cars on hand 
which could carry oil, these must 
be shared in the transportation of 
such important commodities as 
Alcohol used in manufacture of 
smokeless powder, vegetable oils, 
chemicals etc., thus limiting the 
number of tank cars available for 
the transportation of oil. 

The submarine sinkings of 
ships has curtailed the importa- 
tion of coffee, sugar, molasses, 
etc., and although there are suffi- 
cient quantities of these and sim- 
ilar commodities available at 
their source, the shortage of them 
is due to the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities. 

Mr. Day said that with the com- 
ing of freezing weather, tens of 
thousands of private autos would 
be put up due to starting troubles, 
and the inability to obtain bat- 
teries, anti-freeze solutions, as 
well as other necessary parts for 
cars, and a crisis would result in 
getting war workers to their jobs, 
which the government would prob- 
ably have to take steps to rem- 
edy.

In Form of Bonus to City Employees 

Board Votes Appropriation of $12,500 for Fence 
Building and $15,000 for Street Repairs; $10,000 
Also Appropriated for Maintenance of Sidewalks

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening, 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard notified 
the Board of his intention to rec- 
ommend a salary increase in the 
form of a bonus for all city offi- 
cials and employees to become ef- 
fective January 1, 1943. 

The Mayor stated that he be- 
lieved this increase in the form 
of a bonus should be made to 
partially meet the increased cost 
of living. He told the aldermen 
he was calling it to their attention 
now in order that it might have 
their mature consideration, as he 
plans to make a definite recom- 
mendation in adequate time so 
that ac*:on may be taken on it 
and the adjustment become effec- 
tive January 1. 

An appropriation of $12,500 for 
fence building and $15,000 for 
street repairs was voted for by the 
board. The vote was 18 to 1. 

Alderman Carrol J. Hoffman 
voted against the appropriations 
after asserting that it was an in- 
dication that the department had 
“run over its budget.” 

Vice-President Joseph B. Jamie- 
son pointed out that the depart- 
ment had not expended any funds 
from street bonds issued this year, 
thus saving $43,000 which would 
have to be appropriated next year 
if street bonds were to be issued. 
He stated that $99,000 in street 
bonds were issued this year and 
$45,000 was appropriated for re- 
surfacing of Washington st., West 
Newton, but was not expended be- 
cause of WPB restrictions on use 
of road materials. 

Alderman Carl F. Schippcr, Jr., 
finance chairman called attention 
to the fact that the city had spent 
$30,000 this year for next year’s 
coal and the use of the surplus 
funds was therefore excusable. 

Alderman Jamieson said the 
$12,500 would be used for buying 
back fence building material which 
the city had been forced to turn 
back to the firm from which it 
was originally purchased. The 
material is to be used for repair- 
ing fences and building new ones at 
locations where they would elim- 
inate danger, much of the work to 
be done along railroads. 

The $10,000 for street repairs 
would be spent in resurfacing | 
streets on top of present surfaces, , 
leveling off trenches, and repairing 
sidewalks. 

The Board also appropriated 
$10,000 for maintenance of side- 
walks, after Alderman Jamieson 
explained that claims resulting 
from falls on defective sidewalks 
were increasing. 

The Board also voted in favor of 
settlement of the following claims: 

Marjorie Rose, for personal in- 
juries received in fall on Walnut 
st., $60. 

Ethel R. Weeks, for personal in- 
juries received in fall on sidewalk, 
$15. 

Helen F. Black, for damage to 
clothing caused by fall after 
alighting from a bus on River st., 
$2. 

Laura M. Mabey, lor personal 
injuries and broken glasses caused 


by fall on Woodland rd. sidewalk, 
$50. 

The Aldermen appropriated $5 
for payment of the premium on 
the $5,000 bonding of Howard L. 
Rich as local property officer of 
the Office of Civilian defense. The 
sum of $39 was appropriated for 
the Recreation Department for 
clerical assistance.

POLITICS 

WITH COLOR 

By P. w. e. 

Governor Saltonatall 

I urge every reader of this col- 
umn, regardless of party affilia- 
tions to read carefully Frederick 
L. Collins’ article," New England’s 
Saltonstall” in the current issue 
| (Oct. 24) of the Saturday Evening 
Post. Especially do I commend it 
to those ladies among us who ap- 
pear to be disturbed because our 
Governor did not see fit to make 
a campaign issue of the initiative 
petition dealing with Birth Con- 
trol, which, incidentally, is a mis- 
nomer, to my way of thinking. As 
I understand the matter, it is a 
question of health, marital welfare 
and happiness and, possibly, of 
morals. It should not be made a 
political football. Be that as it may, 
I suggest that plain fairness nnd 
(ordinary common sense be called 
into play before anybody, man or 
J woman, vote to retire from pub- 
lic life our present war-time Gov- 
ernor. Let those who magnify un- 
duly the one issue referred to 
above remember that no less a 
person than the President of the 
| United States has behaved in such 
a manner as to make people be- 
lieve that he, the President, has 
been deeply impressed by our Gov- 
ernor’s splendid record in these 
days of national emergency. How 
else account for the shocking lack 
of interest in the gubernatorial 
nomination on the part of the 
| Democrats as recently as last 
spring? Remember when Frankie 
Kelly appeared to have the nomi- 
nation in his pocket? It didn’t 
| appear to be worth much and why 
should it have been ? Had not our 
President given evidence of his sin- 
cere appreciation of Governor 
Saltonstall’s constant and sincere 
co-operation in every phase of the 
war effort? Why change horses 
in mid-stream? No. It will be 
a long, long time before the voters 
of Massachusetts will have a 
chance to vote for a cleaner, finer- 
grained. higher-type citizen than 
our own Leverett Saltonstall of 
Chestnut Hill. Let every voter in 
this Garden City give this matter 
his or her most careful thought 
and weigh all the factors in the 
situation. Unless he or she can 
sincerely say that Roger Putnam 
can and will make a better record 
than has our present Governor 
during four trying, crucial years, 
let him or her go to the polls and 
let the modest, self-effacing man 
from Chestnut Hill know that he 
has not given his very best to you, 
his fellow-townsmen, for nothing. 

Now, proceed. Granting that it 
is a bit difficult for your column- 
ist, a student of politics for just 
thirty years, to write from a com- 
pletely detached point of view, let 
me attempt to analyze the reac- 
tion of the average non-political 
reader. Will not his or her first 
j impression be something like this ? 
Here we have a graphic descrip- 
tion of a rather unusual man in 
high office. He is not a genius; 
he is not fundamentally a bril- 
liant man, possessing abnormal 
ability. Rather is he a simple, 
honest, sincere and rugged old- 
fashioned Yankee, utterly without 
pretense, inherently modest and 
naive, without any of the wiles 
and artifices of your typical poli- 
tician. (And that is precisely why 
some of the more materialistic 
pols don’t warm up to him!) 
Whenever he has had a job to do, 
in college, in the army in the first 
World War or in civil or political 
life, his attitude has invariably 
been the same. How can I best 
accomplish this task? What is 
the most efficient procedure ? 
How can I save the people of my 
state time and money and provide 
the best possible service to people 
of all classes, races and creeds? 

The reader thinks as he reads. 
Suddenly the thought comes, 
“Here is a REAL Democrat, with 
a small D. This is no party man 
with a narrow, partisan outlook, 
who assumes that all virtue must 
of necessity abide in his own 
party. This man can be trusted by 
everybody, regardless of party, 
class or creed.” How, otherwise, 
can one account for the splendid 
reception accorded our Governor 
in South Boston after Bob Wash- 
burn, writing in the late, lamented 
Boston Transcript, twitted him 
about being “a man with a Back 
Bay name and a South Boston 
face!” Mr. Curley, then opposing 
Leverett Saltonstall, is reported 
to have shouted, “My opponent 
may have a South Boston face, 
but he doesn’t dare show it in 
South Boston.” Whereupon, our 
present Governor proceeded to 
South Boston the following day, 
alone, strolled about the streets 
and spoke at rallies that evening. 
Said he, "I may have a South 
Boston face; if so, I’m proud of 
it. But one thing you can be 
sure of; it’s always the same face 
before and after an election.” That 
made a big hit with the crowd, 
who cheered him heartily. 

You read on. It is obvious that 
our Governor has a perfect home 
life and that he loves children. 
Well, he has five of his own, in- 
cluding two sons in the armed 
forces and a daughter in import- 
ant war work. The others are 
too young as yet. Do you hear 
much about (hat? Any fuss and 
feathers? No. Incidentally, Pet- 
er, the Marine, may be in the 
Solomons (oday. Even his father 
does not know for sure. Then, 
you discover thut the Governor is 
an honest-to-goodness farmer who 
works at his Dover farm when 
lie has a minute to relax. A pose? 
Certainly not. He couldn’t pose 
if tie tried. There is something 
healthy and stimulating about 
tins man and his ideas, tastes and 
habits. He may not be a big man, 
as business men use that term, 
hut he is a mighty good man to 
tie to in an emergency. Wonder 
if he will over go higher in the 
political arena? 

, Well Mr. Collins, who wrote 
ibis brilliant article, intimates 
j that lie has the stuff of which 
| really fine Presidents are made. 


Many of us know that to be true. 
Indeed, he refers to a well-known 
Democratic Governor (state not 
given) who hoped that Saltonstall 
would not run for President, be- 
cause, “What could we Demo- 
crats do hut vote for him? We’d 
know that he was the best man 
around." 

Read this inspiring article if 
you want to know how Leverett 
Saltonstall appears to outsiders. 
Mr. Collins’ only omission was the 
Governor’s leadership in the 1938 
Community Chest campaign in 
Greater Boston. This was one of 
the best jobs he ever did. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Collins has never 
done a better job of writing.

Approve Funds for 
Anti-Rabie Serum 


An appropriation of $1,000 was 
made by the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen at their meeting on Mon- 
day evening for an emergency 
clinic to administer anti-rabic sc- 
rum to dogs. As an emergency 
measure the Board also adopted 
an order which went into effect on 
Tuesday that all dogs which have 
not been immunized against rabies 
be restrained for a period of 90 
days. 

This action was taken at the re- 
quest of Dr. Ernest M. Morris, di- 
rector of Public Health in Newton, 
on recommendation of the State 
Department of Public Health, for 
the reason that two cases of ra- 
bies in dogs had been discovered 
in the adjacent town of Wellesley 
and there have also been cases of 
rabies in Natick and Dover. 

The order provides that every 
dog found running at large with- 
out a tag certifying that the ani- 
mal had been inoculated shall be 
seized and taken to the city dog 
pound and the owner shall he re- 
quired to bear all expense thus 
incurred. 

Dogs that have been inoculated 
this year are exempt from the re- 
straint order. 

There are 4,600 licensed dogs in 
the City of Newton, over 1,300 of 
which were given the scrum at 
the clinic held in the spring. 

Alderman Carroll J. Hoffman 
remarked that as the Board had 
appropriated $1,370 for the dog 
clinic last spring, the total of 
$2,370, including the new appro- 
priation was a large item com- 
pared with other items in the 
Health Department budget. He 
said there was no evidence that 
there was any danger in Newton, 
hut added that the desire of the 
Health Department to take pre- 
cautionary measures was under- 
standable. 

Alderman Carl F. Schipper, Jr., 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, replied that if a single child 
should be bitten by a rabid dog 
and should die "we would never 
forgive ourselves” if the precau- 
tions were not taken. 

In reply to a question by Aider- 
man Henderson Inches, City Clerk 
Frank M. Grant said that the tags 
are given to owners whose dogs 
are inoculated at the clinic and his 
office keeps a record of all dogs 
thus immunized. He added that 
private veterinarians who inocu- 
late dogs give the owner both a 
certificate and a tag.

licenses be granted.

ANNOUNCED OCT. 29-NOV. !i 

A clinic for the immuniza- 
tion of dogs against rabies has 
been announced by the New- 
ton Board of Health, to he 
held in the drill shed of the 
Newton High School accord- 
ing to the following schedule: 

Thurs., Oct. 29, dog owners 
whose last names begin with 
A to I); Friday, Oct. 30, E to 
I; Wednesday, Nov. 4, J to Q; 
Thursday, Nov. 3, R to T, and 
Friday, Nov. 5, V to Z. The 
hours of the clinic will be 
from 2:30 to 6 p.m. 

Dr. Ernest .>1. Morris, direc- 
tor of Public Health in New- 
ton, issued an order which 
went into effect on October 20 
that all dogs in the city be re- 
strained for a period of 90 
days unless Inoculated. All 
dogs who were not immunized 
after April 1st of this year 
must be kept on the owner’s 
premises or on a leash when 
taken out. Persons who vio- 
late this order will be subject 
to a fine and will be required 
to pay the dog-catcher’s fee if 
the dogs are found running 
at large. 

Notices have been sent to 
the owners of 4600 licensed 
dogs in Newton announcing 
the dates of the clinic and 
warning that the restraint or- 
der will be enforced. 

At the clinic held last 
Spring more than 1300 dogs 
were inoculated. These dogs 
need not be restrained but 
the tag furnished at the time 
of immunization must be at- 
tached to the dog’s collar as 
evidence that the animal has 
been inoculated.

“FOOD FOR VICTORY” 

By FRANCES STERN 

Chief of Food Clinic, The Boston Dispensary 
Assistant in Medicine. Tufts Medical School

Food is one of our most important weapons for victory. The country 
is producing sufficient food to feed the armed forces adequately, to send 
as much food as can be convoyed to the United Nations and to supply 
the people on the home front. 

In order for the homemakers to make food an effective weapon they 
must know what kinds of food to serve, how much of each their families 
need and most important, why they need it for health. The President may 
make recommendations that food be rationed, Congress may pass the 
laws, officials of the government may determine the ways and means — but 
it is the homemaker who makes them effective. 

Rationing is fair play — the truly democratic way. The government has 
already asked the nation to ration meat voluntarily to 2 16 pounds a 
week. Meat is not only one of the most popular foods, but it is also one 
of the most desirable foods nutritionally. 

One of the principal constituents of meat is protein that the body needs 
for growth, muscle and repair of body tissue. It was given its name 
over a century ago, derived from a Greek word meaning “to take the 
first place.” Fortunately foods other than meat also supply protein, as 
all animal and plant life is dependent upon protein for growth. 

In the following chart foods are listed that are approximately equiv- 
alent to meat in protein, and the amounts of other food constituents 
contained in these foods can also be compared to meat.

In adjusting the diet to the meat ration let us take for example the 
use of 1 glass of milk for 1 ounce of meat.

The National Research Council on Food* and Nutrition has confirmed 
the figures of leading scientists and tells us how much protein a person 
requires per day for body needs. For every 15 pounds of body weight, 
the adult needs \\ ounce of protein (or 7 grams as shown on the charts). 
For example, if the average weight of the homemaker were 132 pounds, 
she will need 2 to 2 Vi* ounces of protein per day. A man weighing 154 
pounds requires 2 Va to 3Va ounces of protein per day. Most men prefer 
the latter amount.

All at once, Boston Mothers 
I began to ask the Rumor Clinic 
I about widespread drunkenness in 
I the army camps. A checkup of 
the German short-wave radio 
showed that it had begun, a week 
or two before, to pour out false 
stories about army camp drinking 
and to urge mothers to have liquor 
taken from men in the armed 
forces.” 

Senator Joseph H. Ball of Min- 
nesota immediately branded that 
rumor as "vicious propaganda/ 
Senator Ball, who after visiting 
several army camps stated, "Like 
the Secretary of War and other 
responsible authorities, I do not 
believe further legislation is nec- 
essary to control the liquor prob- 
lem in relation to men in the ser- 
vice. The army is doing a good job 
and reports show that our men in 
service today have a better record 
for conduct, for physical well be- 
ing and morale, than ever before 
in our history. 

"Further,’’ said the Senator. 
"One Chaplain told me enactment

Temple Emanuel Brotherhood 
Presents Ambulance To Red Cross 


On the evening of Wednesday, 
Oct. 28, an audience of about 400 
witnessed the formal presentation 
of a large Red Cross ambulance 
to the Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross by the Broth- 
erhood of Temple Emanuel. The 
meeting was held in the vestry 
room of the temple on Ward st. 
in Newton Centre, and was pre- 
sided over by Joseph G. Deitz, 
president of the Brotherhood. 

Mr. Joseph B. Jamieson, former 
chairman of Newton Rod Cross, in 
accepting the ambulance for the 
chapter, expressed the great ap- 
preciation of the directors for the 
splendid gift being presented by 
the members of the Brotherhood. 
He explained how the ambulance 
will increase the efficiency of the 
Motor Corps, making it possible to 
give the most satisfactory service 
to the armed forces and (he com- 
munity. Mr. Jamieson further 
said that he could not omit men- 
tion of the very fine work being 
done by the women of the con- 
gregation for Red Cross. The co- 
operation of these volunteers has 
been of inestimable value to the 
chapter. 

Funds for the ambulance were 
collected last year when the mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood voted to 
carry on a project to help the na- 
tional defense effort.

(lanncl Coal In 
Popular Favor 

With shortened oil rations now 
staring consumers in the face, 
indications are that the old-fash- 
ioned fireplace is due to make a 
comeback. With the revival of the 
fireplace comes the return to pub- 
lic favor of coals suitable for the 
open fireplace. 

The name Cannel Coal is a cor- 
ruption of the term “candle coal" 
given to it because long splints of 
it readily ignite nnd burn with a 
long flame, spitting nd sputtering 
like a candle burning in a draft. 

Most coals used for fireplaces 
and open grates are a variety of 
bituminous that is very rich in 
volatile matter, which makes them 
a very valuable gus coni. They 
kindle readily nnd burn freely. 
They are compact, with little or 
no luster, breaking under heat to 
a splint fracture. 

Cannel or other splint coals are 
supposed to be the product of veg- 
etable matter, as other coals, but 
of fine particles of vegetation 
mixed with carbon and deposited 
in small lakes. It generally oc- 
curs in “pockets” and yields a very 
high percentage of volatile mat- 
ter. It is frequently used in gas 
making as an enricher. 

If conversions to coal from oil 
cannot be made easily and inex- 
pensively, the use of fireplace ori 
open grate coal will help consid- 
erably in conserving oil. There are 
still open grates on the market 
and it is advisable to obtain one 
if possible and use coal mined for 
this purpose.

The program of the Newton 
Hospital. Y. M. C. A., Family Ser- 
vice Bureau, District Nursing As- 
sociation and other agencies mak- 
ing up the Newton Community 
Chest, was discussed, between 
agency executives and Chest offi- 
cers at a series of "hearings” held 
at Chest headquarters, 93 Union 
st., Newton Centre, on Monday 
and Tuesday of this week. 

At these hearings the Chest Bud- 
get Committee considered, not 
only program but the allocation 
of the generously given dollars of 
Newton residents, to carry on the 
work of 14 community agencies 
that alleviate suffering, help in- 
dividuals and families to take 
their part in national and com- 
munity effort, and aid in provid- 
ing the right environment for 
young people of the city. 

| The process of distributing Com- 
munity Fund dollars to the hospi- 
I tal, health and social service agen- 
cies is one of the most important 
and carefully worked-out details 
of the Chest movement. 

Fairness, broad-vision and finan- 
cial ability characterize leading 
citizens of the community who 
serve as volunteer members of the 
Budget Committee which makes 
| final allotment of Chest funds. No 
hanking institution or big business 
concern could give more painstak- 
j ing and judicial study to the de- 
tails of its investment than does 
the Budget Committee to the 
[manner in which Chest moneys 
are invested in the human endeavor 
which the Chest maintains. 

1 Treasurers of every one of the 
[14 local Chest agencies are request- 
ed as a preliminary move to pre- 
I pare, with their executive com- 
mittee and the agency executive 
a financial statement showing ex- 
pected expenditures for the com- 
ing year. With this financial 
statement must go a carefully pre- 
pared brief explaining all items 
in the financial report. 

In order that members of the 
budget Committee have time to 
study these reports and evaluate 
their items, they are sent to Chest 
headquarters two weeks in ad- 
vance of the hearing and each 
member of the Budget Commit- 
tee. as well as the President and 
Treasurer of the Chest, is sup- 
plied with a copy of each agency 
report to be studied at his leisure. 

For two days — October 19 and 
October 20— the Budget Commit- 
tee held sessions and representa- 
tives of each of the agencies have 
an opportunity to appear before it 
to further explain and discuss its 
program and budget for the com- 
ing year. 

The hearings, which are attend- 
ed by the President, Treasurer 
and Executive Director of the 
Chest, go into details on various 
Items of agency budgets. Mem- 
bers ask questions and gain a com- 
plete understanding of the situa- 
tion, work and needs of each or- 
ganization. From this procedure 
a complete understanding of com- 
munity needs is established and a 
careful watch is maintained to 
keep down needless expenditure 
and prevent overlapping of effort. 

The list of business men who 
make up the Budget Committee 
insures the community and the 
agencies the best business guid- 
ance and fairness in the allocation 
of funds.
